We hare received some additional statements 
aud facts concerning the late rebellion at Harpei’a 
Ferry. The subjoined letters from our special 
correspondent will be found interesting: 

Harper's Frrrt - , Oct. 22, 1859. 

A litciay* of Littiis from ike Houte of Captain 
Cooke — Deluded FrmaLt Encouraging th* Ea- 
edict — Thtir Moody Durpotu, dc*. 

Mr. D. J. Young, the efficient foreman of the 
rifle factory of the j. S. armory, exhibited to tbe 
writer a large package of lette’rs taken from the 
house of Cooke, by Wm. II. Tmk, Esq., a justice 
o ' the peace. The letters are addressed to Charles 
P. Tidd, Springdale, Cedar county, Iowa, one of 
the insurgents. 

Most of the letters are written in an intelligent 
style, the uso of the pronouos by many of the 
writers indicating that they were members of tbe 
Society of Friends. They illustrate the morbid 
feeling and fanaticism which, unhappily, exists iu 
certain portions of the Union, upou a subject with 
which the writers are but imperfectly acquainted. 
One of the letters contain i-eyen rcraes, “respect 
fully addressed to him by his lriend, the author,” 
Esther L. Lewis, dated Newark, N. J., July 8, 
1859 : 

‘ G 3, brother, to thy vineyard; 

G j labor with thy might, 

In thy chosen field of labor, 

Till wrong yield unto right.” 

“Parewel'; the tie that binds us, 

Affection's cord, Is strong; 

But duty calls thee from us. 

To battle with the wrong.” 

Another letter from Anna, dated July 22, 1859, 
says : “The time draws near that we are to part, 
perhaps never to meet again ou these mundane 
shores. I appreciate the feeling that prompts thee 
to take thy life in thy hands aud go boldly forth 
iu such a hazardous undertaking in that oause 
that lies near my heart. I have been thinking of 
tbe great responsibility that rests upon thee in tbe 
command of others; may thou do it with wisdom 
and discretion. Be noble, be dignified, and al- 
ways see that the rights of women are respected 



that if anything happens to either of our friends, 
the one that is able snail inform us of the partic- 
ulars, Ac.” 

There is another from Sarah G. Wattles, New- 
ark, N. J., August 14, 1859, a school teacher, en- 
couraging him in his enterprise. 

There are other letters exhibiting all of a moth- 
er’s love, addressed to “ My dear ohiid, Charles.” 
One of them, dated Springdale, Iowa, August 20, 
1959, signed “C. Varney,” says: “If thou art 
spared, will thou return to us agaia.” If bis name 
has not been confounded with others, tbe deluded 
victim of Abolitionism, who stained his bands 
with tbe blood of bis fellow men, lies buried on 
the banks of the Shenandoah. 

Another letter, in a lady’s hand, is signed 
“Erslin,” and dated “8th month 11th, 1859,” 
says: “Press nobly on. By your instrumen- 
tality millions may have the pleasure of singing 
the eong of liberty,” Ac. 

Sudden Death— Suspected Poison— Rharka- 
blb Coincidence.— Mrs. Theresa Hilliker, not 
feeling well yesterday morning, called ia one 
of our most distinguished practitioners. She 
appeared to have n slight cold, and a simple 
cough mixture was prescribed. She took her 
ameer with her husband, after which she swal- 
lowed a teaspoonful of the medicine. Almost 
instantly she tell back, and in five minutes was a 
corpse. The rapidity of her demise n&turallv led 
the friends of the deceased to suspect that she 
had been poisoned by some dreadfully active tox- 
ical agent. The Coroner (Dr. Boisliniere) was 
immediately summoned, and instituted a careful 
examination of tbe case, the result of which 
showed the existence of no poison whatever, but 
that Mrs. H. had died of syncope, or fainting, 
superinduced by the collection of a large quan- 
tity of water around the heart. — St. Loui* Repub- 
lican. 

— There ia a well 
founded rumor in this city that a prize fight took 
place iu Canada yesterday afternoon, between 
John Morrissey and John C. Heenan, near Sus- 
pension Bridge.

An Episode in Real Life-

Floating along with the current of humanity 
which one encounters, or rather mingles witn, in 
a large city, is many an isolated individual whose 
heart history, if uncovered to the gaze of the 
world, would surpass in its intense reality all the 
romance ever invented. While I write, an instance 
is passing along in the crowd uuder bit window 
in the person of » wretched looking man. after 
whom people turn to gaze, and wonder how a hu- 
man form divine came to be reduced to a degra- 
dation so complete aud irredeemable. Ragged, 
beg rimmed with dirt, hair uncombed and hanging 
in tangled masses to his shoulders, fuce haggard 
and unshaven, head bowed down, and eyes roviog 
restlessly from one object to another, and scarcelv 
ever fastened upon the face of man, uncaring atd 
uncared for, he moves dejectedly along with the 
crowd, as ir his worldly hopes ha'd fallen frnm him 
like so many withered leaves. His story, as I 
heard it from a person who is familiar with the 
circumstances, is a long and sad one, but I will 
oe brief: 

Little more than fire years ago, this poor, un- 
fortunate was a thriving merchant ia a New Eng- 
land city, honored by all who knew him, well t* 
do in the world, and with a wife and two daughters 
of seven and eighteen years of age, enjoyed the 
comfort which successful enterprise hud secured 
to him. . About this time there was introduced in 
bis family circle one of his clerks, between whom 
and tbe eldest daughter au intimacy sprung up. 
Suspecting noibiog, no objection wua made to his 
society, but suddenly one morning be was miss- 
icg. He bad gone too far, and the old story was 
re- enacted. He had won the daughter's affection, 
effected her ruin, and deserted her to escape the 
punishment ho anticipated. Discovering her 
condition, the young girl left home to conceal 
her guilt. 

The mo her, broken hearted at the shame of 
her daughter, was taken ill and d cd aud as if 
the bana of Providence wua laid iu wrath upon 
them, the youoges>t daughter ia a few weeks after 
was alio laid to rest beneath the chaucilstun . 
t'niy a little while elapsed, and an infant was ouo 
morning found upou the river bunk wuh a ante 
pinned to its dr* as, containing its name, and a 
lew words of peuiteuce aod farewell, its wieic'.ed 
mo’ber had terminated h.r sorrow by suicide. 

From that hour the lather was so altered mau 
Revenge became tbe only object oflif', and forsa- 
king his business, he i turii d in pursuit of the au- 
thor of his misery. Months passed without sue 
cess, but he finally learned that the young mao, 
under an assumed name, was in a remote town 
'.n the west, elcJ, following with all haste, be tbere 
found him. Both wantef space and ability make 
it impossible for me to describe the terrible in- 
terview that resulted; but it appears thnt the se 
ducer, far gone with the consumption, was con- 
fined to his room, uud wheu the broken-hearted 
man he had ao deeply wrouged abruptly entered 
end stood before him, his own terror and the 
fearful agony and denunciation of tho almost ma- 
niac father so worked upou him that a hemorr- 
hage of the lungs was brought on, and he d.ea 
ou tbe ensuing night. Since then, the father has 

fieen the miserable wanderer I have described 

“the world forgetting and by the world forgot.” 
The only momento of the past visible about him 
is a dirty cord around bis neck, which suspends a 
leather ca«e enclosing a locset with the hair and 
portraits o! his family. His heme is among the 
squailid tenements of the Five Points, his daily 
want# are supplied by a remnant of hia former 
property, but with hopes crushed, ambition de- 
stroyed, a bitter past behind aud a ravless future 
before him, bis use to society gone, and he moves 
among men a human ruin — 

“A gr»nlte teinpie erumbled Into sand.”

Col Washington's Account of the Harper's Ferry 
Insurrection - 

Col. Washington maktu th* following statement 
as reported for the New York Herald: 

Between one and two o'clock on riundar night 
I was :n bed at my hou ,c, live or -ix iniles from 
Harper’s Ferry; I wag a« ake .ed by hearing my 
name called io the hail; I *u:>p;>sti it w .* -ome 
friends arrived, wh\ beiug a.-q minted with tha 
bout-e, had come ia throngn the k.tcner without 
making any noisr; 1 got up and opened the door 
into the hall, and bdore me stood four men, three 
armed with Sharpe’s r flea, levered and cccked, and 
the fourth— this man Stephens — with a revolver 
in his right hand, and in hia left alighted 
b*au, made ol pino whittling!; ts I opened the 
dooroceof the men said: “Is your name Wash- 
ington?” Said I, “that i<t my r.tme.” Perhaps, 
also, Cooke, who wua of the crowd, also identified 
me, us he told me afterward* Fe was taken there 
for that purpose. I was then told that I was a 
prisoner, aud one of them said, “Don’t be fright- 
ened.” I repii?d, “Do you see anything that 
looks like tnght about me?" “So,” he said, “I 
only want to say that if you surrender and come 
with us freely, you are safe.” I told them I un- 
derstood that sufficiently, and there wasco neces- 
sity for further explanation; bet i was struck with 
the number of men sent against me, and asked 
what need there was of eo many, as there was no 
danger of an unarmed man In his night shirt re- 
sisting an armed force. I was told to put on my 
clothes, and of course complied. “Per hups,” said 
I, “white I am dressing, you will be so good as 
to tell me wiiat ail this means?” I inquired what 
the weather was outside, and one of them advised 
tne to put on au overcoat us it w.ts rather cbiiiy. An- 
other said they wanted uy anus, and I opened my 
gun closet for them to help themselves. They 
then explained their mission,' which they repre- 
sented to be purely philanthropic— to wit: The 
emancipation oi all the slaves in tne country. 

After I was dressed Stephens need to me, ‘ tluve 
you got aov money?” I replied “ 1 wish I had a 
great deal." “ Be careful, sir,” said he. I told 
him if 1 had any money I knew bow to take care 
of it, and he could not get it. Sai l he, “ Have 
yon a watch ?” My reply was, “ I have, but you 
cannot have it. You have set yourselves uy as 
great moralists and liberators of slaves ; now it 
appears that you are robbers as well.” “ Be caie- 
ful, sir,” said he ugain. I told them I wasdrea^d 
and ready to go. They bade me wait a short time, 
and my carriage would be at tbe door. They bad 
ordered my carriage for me, and pried open the 
stable door to get it out. They had hainea.-ed tha 
horses on the wrong side of each other, and 1 tried 
to induce them te correct the mistake, which they 
did alter driving a short distance : but still, being 
harnessed wrong, and rather spirited animals, 
they would not work welL 

My servant, whom they had forced along, was 
driving. I suspected they were oi.ly robbers, <u*d 
expected all along that they would turn oil at 
some point, but they drove directly to the armory. 
Brown came out and invited me in, saying there 
was a comfortable fire, and 1 short'y af>> wards 
met with Mr. Alistndt, whom they had arrested 
on tbe way, and brought along in mv huggv 
wagon. While coming along, the horses beiog 
restive, I got out and walked up a bill with one of 
the men, who took occasion to ask mv views on 
the subject of slaveiy ia the abstract 'i declined 
an argument oo the subject, but bo still pres*ed it 
upon me, and I was obliged to refuse the second 
time. 

Brown told us to make ource'ivcs comfortable, 
and i-dded: “By aad by 1 shall require each of 
you, gentlemen, to write to some of yenr friends 
to seud a stout negro man in your places.” This 
was by way of ransom. He told us he must See 
toe letter before it was sent, and he thought aftrr 
tins w&s effected they could make an arrangement 
by which we could return home. 1 determined in 
my own mind not to moke tbe requisition, bat he 
never made application for if. Laving other mat- 
ters before the day expired attracting bis atten- 
tion. 

My sword, which had been presented by Fred- 
erick the Great to Gen. Washington, was taken 
trom my house with other arms. Thi3 man Cocke 
had beta at my hou*e som« time before, and seen 
tbe arms, and at that time I beat him at shooting, 
and he told me I ws< »be best shrt he ever met. 
Ou the way to Harper’s Ferry be asked me if I 
badsbet any since that tune, and smd he owed me 
au apology for being with this party, alter being j 
so well treated by me. I to d him it was of no i 
consi-quence nbiut the apology, but I would aak | 
one (avor of h;m, which was to use his influence * 
to have returned to me the oid sword aud an old ! 
pistol, which iu the present improved stare of : 
arms were only valuable in consideration of tneir | 
history. He promised to ut'ead to it, auil short! v i 
after reaching tbe arm ry 1 touud this sword iu 
old Brown’s bauds. Ka:u brown, “l will t&ke es- 
peci-l care of it, and l s-iall et-dravor to return it 
to yen alter you are rcleaa.iL” il> earned the 
swor t in hia bauds r d day on Monday, until Uis 
arrival of the military.

C. L. VaMandigham, M. C. from tbs Day • 
ton (Ohio) diatrict, wbo happened to be paaair g 
through Uaxper’a Ferry soon after the late insn - 
rection, stopped there part of a day, and saw tbe 
famous Cept. Brc.vn. some of the Republican 
papers baviog denounced him bitterly foi^qnee- * 
tiosing Brown, be publishes a e-.rd stating tbe 
circumstances under which it was done — which 
fully and completely exculpates h:m from any im- 
propriety— and concludes with the following for- 
cible aud trntbful remarks: 

And cow, allow aia to add, that it ia vain !«• 
enderrate either the man or bis conspiracy. Capi. 
Jwhn Brown ia us brave and resolute a man as 
ever healed an insurrection, and in a good cause, 
and with a sufficient force, would have been a 
consummate partisan c. ni mender. He bas cool • 
seas, daring, persisteccr, the stoic faith aad pa 
tiencs, aud a nrmcess of will and purpose un- 
conquerable. He ia tall, wiry, muscular, but with 
little fltsh— with a cold, gray eye, gray hair, beard 
and mustache, compressed lips, and sharp, aqui- 
line nose; of cast iron face and frame, aod with 
powers of endurance equal to soy thing needed to 
be done or suffered ia airy cau-.e. Though en- 
gaged in a w.cked, mad and fanatical enterprise, 
ce ia the farthest possible remove from the ordi- 
nary ruffian, fanatic or madman; but hia powers 
are rather executory thau inventive, and he never 
bad the depth or breadth of mind to originate and 
contrive himself tbe plan of insurrection which 
be undertook to carry out. Tbe coc.-piracy was 
unquestionably far more extended than yet ap- 
pears, numbering among tbe conspirators many 
more than tbe haudfai of followers who ossatUd 
Harper’s Ferry, and having in the North and 
West, if not alao the South, oa Us counsel lore and 
abettors, men of intelligence, position and wealth. 
Certainly it war one among tbe beet planned and 
sxecuied cocspirac.ea that ever failed. 

For two years be bad been plotting and prepar- 
ing it with aiders and comfort* rs a thousai.d mil*-* 
apart, in the Have States aod tne free; for six 
months he Jived without so much as suspicion in 
a slave Slate, and near the scene of tbe insurrvc 
tion, winning even the esteem and confidence of 
Lis neighbors, yet col.ectiog day by day large 
quantities of arms, and making ready for the out- 
oreek. Hs bad -s complete an equipment, even 
to intrenching tools, a* any commuuder in a reg- 
ular campaign, and intended, like Napoleon, to 
make war support war. He had S isrpe'e nflea 
and Maynard s revolvers for marksmen, and pikew 
for the staves. In tbe dead hour of night, cross 
lug toe Potomac, he seized tbe Armory wiia man v 
thousand stand of arms and other aianit.ons of 
war; aod making prisoners of more than thirty 
of tbe workmen, officers and cituene, overawed 
the town of Harper’s Ferry with its thousand m 
habitants. With less than half a score of mea 
surviving, he held the Armory for many boure, 
refusing, though cut off from ail succor, aod sur- 
rounded upon all sides, to surrender.and was taken 
w.ih sw,.rd in baud, overpowered bv superior 
numbers, vet fighting to tbe last. During this 

short insurrection eighteen mea were kills i ard 
tenor more severely wounded— twice tne nutnoer 
killed and wounded on tbe pa. t of the American 
force at the battle of New Orleans. 

John Brown failed to excite a gene, al and most 
wicked, bloody and desolating servile aad sivii 
war. only because the tlaies and non save holding 
ukUtmtn of tie* vicinity , the former tireniy thvu 
*di.i in number, would not rue. He bad prepared 
arms and ammunition for fifteen hundred rneu, 
aud captured, at the first blow, eaough to arui 
mote than fifty thousand; and yet he had !e*.a 
than thirty men— more, nevertheless, than bavw 
begun half tbe revolutions and conspiracies wmeh 
history records. But he had not tampered with 
slates, nor solicited the ujn siavehoid og whites 
arcund him, because he realty beueved tbat tb# 
moment the blow was struck they would gather io 
his standard, and expecting, furthermore, the 
promised reinforcements instantly from tbe .North 
and W eat. Tnia was tbe basis upon which the 
who.e conspiracy was planned; and had bis belief 
been well founded, he would unquestionably have 
succeeded iu stirring up a moat fraudable in- 
surrection, possibly involving the peace of the 
whole country, and requiring, certainly, great 
aruue* and a vast treasure to suppress u. 

Here was bis tolly and madness. He believed 
and «o:ed upon tbs faith, which, for tweutv Vvar*. 
has been so persistently taught in every tan* 
throughout tbe Ire- States, and wbich is but 
another mode of statement of the doctrine of tbe 
“ irrepressible conflict ” — that sluVerj and tbo 
thi 'is hundred and .-*eveaty thousand slaveholders 
of the South are only tolerated, and that tbe miU 
Lous ot Haves aud non -:aveboidiag white meu 
are ready sed eager to rise against the “ oligar- 
chy,” uerdiog only a lcaU-r aud deliverer. Tne 
conspiracy was the natural end necessary conse- 
quence of the doctrines proclaimed every dav. 
year m and veur out. by tbe apostles of Abolition! 
But Brown was sincere, e rues*, practical , ha 
proposed to add wot to to bis faith, reekieee cf 
murder, treasuD, aud every other crime. Tata 
was his BiariauM aod loily. Us perishes justly 
and m .trably — an icaurgvut and a felon; but 
£Uili!cr lima tie, «nU w.^U Lim b.ocd upon thtir 
Lead*, aro tue ialse aud cowardly prophets and 
teachers of Abolition.

The surgeon 
looked ut the man, and promised to attenj tna 
Busin in tbe morning if practicable, but ubout 
the lime he was expected, hostilities had recom- 
menced. 

Uo!. Lee who commanded the United States 
forces, sent up Lieut. Stewart to announce to 
Brown that the only term* ho would off-r for sur- 
render, were that he aad h:s men sbeuid be taken 
to a place of safety and kept unmolested until tbe 
will of tha President could be ascertained. — 
Brown's reply was to the effect that he oould 
expect no ieniuncy, and be would sel. his life as 
dearly as possible. A few minutes later tbe 
place was assaulted and taken. In justice to 
Brown I wiil say that he adv:;ed tbe prisoners to 
keep well under shelter during the firing, and at 
□o time did be threaten to massacre us or place 
us in front m case of assault. It was evident he 
did cot expect the attack so soon. Tbere was no 
cry of “surrender” in his party except from one 
young man, and then Brown said— “Only oue 
“surrenders.” This fellow, after he saw the 
marioes, said he would prefer to take his chance 
of trial at Washington. He had taken his posi- 
tion, aud fired one or two shots when he cried 
“surrender.” Tbere were four of Brown’s party 
able to fight when the marines attacked, besides 
a negro, making five in ail. This negro was very 
bold at first; but when tbe assault wo* made be 
took off his accoutrements and tried to mingle 
with the prisoners, sad pass hitnaelf off as one 
of them. 1 handed him over to the marines at 
once, saying he wad s prisoner tD»n at ail events. 

Brown’s House.— The New York Herald'* Har- 
per’s Ferry correspondent writes of the observa- 
tion of Old Brown’s neighbors of the operations 
of the framers of the Provisional Government, as 
follows : 

The house is located in the midst of a thickly 
settled neighborhood, five or six families living 
within bail, and the movements of the strangers 
were regarded with much curiosity. They seemed 
to have no settled business, but a large number 
of boxes and packages were sent to them by rail- 
road, which they carried home, and nearly every 
day one or more of them paid a visit to the village 
upon some pretense or other. They paid for 
everything they wanted iu hard cash, and were 
sociable and friendly towards thsir neighbors. A 
great part of their time appeared to be passed in 
hunting in the mountains, although it is not 
known tbat they ever brought home any game. 
Oa one occasion a neighbor remarked to Mr. Smith 
i »s Old Brown was called) that be had observed 
twigs and branches bent dowu in a peculiar man- 
ner, which Smith explained by stating that it was 
the habit of the Indians, in traveling through a 
strange country, to mark their path in that way 
so as to find their way back. He bad no doubt, 
be said, tbat Indians frequently passed over these 
mountains unknown to tbe inhabitants. 

Bulwer. — W e find the following in the London 
Leader: 

Some days ago a daily journal announced, upon 
the somewhat singular authority of the New York 
Tribune, the entire restoration of Sir E. B. Lyt- 
ton's health. We regret to learn from another 
source tbat this statement is incorrect, aod that 
Sir Edward still continues to suffer severely from 
illness. We quite agree with our contemporary, 
tbe Critic, who says: “For some time pa*t people 
have been inquiring what has become of Sir Ed- 
ward Lytton Bulwer.

Smoiixg in Holland.— Geo. 8. Hillard writes 
from Holland to the Boston Conner as follows. 

It waa dark when we reached Rotterdam, and 
I went directly from the boat to the station of tbe 
railroad for the Hague, which I proposed to make 
my first resting place in Holland.

The rumors from Zurich are couirndictorv. 
One report says that the treaty will soon be sign- 
ed, and the European Congress will he assembled. 

The Exequator of the consut at Leghorn has 
been withdrawn on account of political intrigues, 
and au explanatory note has been sent to VVasli- 
ingtou. 

The Emperor Jiapoieon has returned to Paris. 
Several Italians were arrested at Bordeaux during 
his visit. * 

Nothiug is known iu relation to the Great East- 
ern’s movements. 

The war steamer Hero is preparing for Van- 
ccuvei's Island. 

The Philadelphia aud Liverpool Steamship Com- 
pany lias purchased the Glasgow steamers, and 
will maintain the line monthly in winter aud 
fortnightly in summer. 

It is denied that Lord Clarendon succeeds Lord 
Ct-ttuing as Governor General of India. 

It is reported that Prince Napoleon is about to 
visit London. 

The Paris bourse has been depressed, but ral- 
lied, rentes closiug atti'Jf >c. The Bank of France 
has lost ol,0t)0,0o0 francs in epecte. 

The Pope prolongs his stay at Caste! Oordolfo, 
owing to ihe agitation at Rome, where a striking 
manifestation took place in houor of the depart 
ing Sardinian Minister. 

Rumors are afloat of an approaching interview 
between the Emperors ot Austria and Russia, and 
also that tho Emperor of Austria will visit Nupo 
leon. 

An American frigale had arrived at Jaffa, de 
mending the extradition of the originators ofthe 
murder committed there 13 years •■’•o. 

Misunderstandings are reported 7n relation to 
the Lombardy debt as delaying theuctiou ofthe 
Zurich Conference. Other reports say that the 
sign.ng of the treaty may be hourly expected, and 
that the Congress which is to follow has been ul 
ready conveued, all the great powers of Europe, 
including England, being represented. 

Tiie steamers New York aud Botussia arrived 
out on the loth. 

Russian Ambassadors at Londou, Paris, Berlin, 
and V’ieuna had been summoned by telegraph to 
meet the Emperor Alexander at \Varsaw on the 
loth inst. Tne Emperor was expected to arrive 
at Odexsco on the 17th. 

It is stated that notwithstanding the capture of 
ScL amyl, the Caucasus is far from being entirely 
subdued. 

The Invalide Russe says that the mountaineers 
have another chief, not less intrepid and fanati- 
cal, and who may still resist for one or two win- 
ters. The Russian army m the Caucasus consists 
of 60,000 men. 

A variety of rumors, to the eflect that Austria 
positively declines to sign the treaty ofpeaco if it 
is not in accordance with the preliminaries cf Yii- 
lafracca, that Austria desires to protract negotia 
tions till spring when she wiii recommence the 
war, that Austria undertakes to guarantee to the 
Pope the conservation of his temporal power in 
the legations, and others of a like nature, were 
current, and must be taken for what they are 
worth. On the other hand, there are statements 
that the signing of the treaty at Zurich was houi- 
ly expected, aud that the representatives cf the 
powers would afterwards meet in Congress. 

The Pans Constitutionnel of the 14th publishes 
au article signed by Secretary Boniface, stating 
that the only question to be settled at Zurich is 
the Lombard debt. The coutractiner powers be- 
ing agreed on all other points, the early signature 
of the treaty is expected, and the questions not 
settled at the Conference will be suOmitted to a 
Congress, the assembling of which all the Euro 
peau powers are agreed to. 

The Loudon Times’ Paris correspontent corrob 
orates the statement from Zurich that the French 
Government had demauded an indemuity from 
Piedmont fertile expenses of the Jute war. Also, 
the payment of arrears of pensiors in connection 
with tne tirst Empire due from the Lombardy Vt- 
nitian Monte Fund. The correspondent looks up 
on it that these demands have beeD made, know- 
ing the limited finances of Sardinia, with the ob 
ject of obtaining the cession of tho Provinces of 
Savoy und .Nice to Francs. 

Trial Trip of the - Great Eastern. 

N kw 1 out;, Oct. ilo. — 1 he 1 imes contains a verv 
thorough sclent i he description ot the trul trip of 
the Great Eastern from a special correspondent, 
whom the 'limes describes as an Ameucan en- 
gineer, who has taken a professional interest in 
the matter. The general conclusion the writer 
attained U that, while the expectations of the 
public, unduly wrought up by the incompetent 
authorities, aic disappointed, ihn.-e of the projec- 
tors are abundantly verified. Thus, while the 
vessel cannot be advantageously employed lor a 
mere trausutlaulic service, it is perfectly adapted 
’o the loug Australian voyage lor which u wu-, 
designed. 

The vessel cannot attain a speed of thirty miles 
an hour, but it can accomplish a rate ot fifteen 
miles. It cannot make a trip from Liverpool to 
New York in five duys, but it can iu ten. It does 
not wholly obviate the discomfort*! of a sea vov- 
ng-; it does not go through the waves instead of 
over them, but it does piten and roll so slightly a.-, 
to cause u little s c rious distress to the passenger. 
Other points of interest tre developed by the 

trial, ffie security of the vessel is imperfect. 

The bulkheads are neither firelight nor water 
tight important valves are not as they should 
be, automatic. The apparatus for superheating 
steam stems only to be available at the cost of 
great peril. 

The machinery is ”ery far from having that 
completeness aud that proportion people have 
been led to anticipate. The boilers are iuodequale 
to furnish the power required by the engines 
There is a want of a harmony in the working of 
the screw and .-.ide wheel engines, and the donkey 
engines are Dy no means us serviceable as certain 
American inventions of the same kind. The ma- 
chinery foi raising uud handling the anchors is 
likewise of indifferent value. Oa the other hand, 
the vessel is under perfect control of the helm, 
with no greater force than is required by a first 
class frigate. 

The consumption of coal is moderate, and the 
engines work with none of the stillness of new 
machinery. The opinion formed by the writer is 
thus upon the whole not unfavorable to its claims, 
and he unhesitatingly pronounces it a success. 

The same correspondent also gives the gratify- 
ing inte|hg«nce tout the trial trip of the Great 
Eastern is not to bo deferred until spring. The 
Directors have determined to dispatch her on or 
very shortly after the 1st of November. 

The steamship Persia's mails were sent South 
this morning. 

Messrs. Hewitt's circular quotes a continuation 
of last week s improved feeling in cotton, wiih a 
liberal business und advance of 1 ids! -8d in all 
descriptions free from sand; the better qualities 
are still most in demand, and the advauco is 
chiefly upon them. East India cotton has been 
taken to un unusual extent for export, being free 
from sand, end they obtain a decided preference 
over common American. The imports of the 
week ernuuut to 14,000 bales, ut sea from America 
85,000 bales against 10,000 bales last year. 

The same circular says the Manchester market 
is unsatisfactory, having declined further, with u 
better disposition on the part of buyers to make 
extensive operations, even at lower prices than at 
present. 

Further From Harper's Ferry. 
Cuablkstowk, \ a., Oct. ‘26. — Brown has made 
no confession, but on the contrary says that he 
has full confidence iu the goodness of God, and 
that he is confident that he will rescue him from 
the perils that surround him. He says that he 
baa hud rifles leveled at him, knives at bis throat, 
aud his life in as great peril as it now is, but that 
God has always been at his 6ide. He knows that 
God is wiiu him and fears nothing. 

Browu tells them to let women write let'ers, 
not men. Also a letter from J. E. Cooke, stating 
that as the Maryland election was about 
to come off, the people will become excited, and 
we will gtt some of the candidates to join our 
side. 

Gov. Wise has dispatched a requisition to the 
Governor of Fenusvlvania for tne custody ot 
Capt. Cooke, arrested last night near Cbumbers- 
burg. 

A>exander R. Boteler, member of Congress elect 
from tfiia district, has collected 5,100 letters from 
the citizens residing io the neighborhood of 
Brown s bouse, who searched it before the arrival 
of the marines. 

Letters are also iu possession cf Andrew Hun- 
ter, Esq , who has also a number cf letters ob- 
tained lrom the ho: se by the marines and other 
parties. Among them is a roll of conspirators, 
containing forty seven signatures; also a receipt 
from Horace Greeley for letters, Ac., received from 
JHown, and an accurately traced map from Cham- 
bersbnrg to Brown's bouse. Also a copy of a 
letter from Brown, stating that the arrival of too 
many men at once would excite suspicion, and 
that thpy should arrive singly. Also a letter 
signed Merriam, stating that if J20,000 was want- 
ing, V. H. was good for one fifth. 

Arrest of Captain Cooke. 

Cbambbrsbi bc, Fa., Oct. xC.— Capt John E. 
Cooke was er rested yesterday by Messrs. Daniel 
Logan and Claggett y itzhngh at Mont Alto, Frank- 
lin county, fourteen miles from this place. There 
is no doubt of this being thernau. His printed c&rn- 
missiou, filled qp and signed by Gen. Brown and 
marked No. 4, was found upon bis person; also a 
memorandum, written on parchment, of the pis- 
tol presented to Washington by Lafayette, and be- 
queathed to Lewis W. Washington in 1854.

He had a blue biunket over his shoulder, 
and carried a Sharpe's rifle and a double barreled 
gun. lie said it belonged to bis partner, who bad 
gone for provisions, i'arties will go in seareh of 
tb£ others to-day.
